The juice is boiled in a large iron

Preparing Trepang.

Council of State Accepts Viceroy’s 


Recommendation. ; 


. New Delhi, Mar. 30. 
The Council of State, after a 
three hours’ discussion, passed the 
Finance Bill in the form recom- 
mended by the Governor-General 
and voted down all amendments 
moved to it. 


Many members regretted that aj}: 


well-meaning and outgoing Viceroy 
had been badly served by his ad- 
visers and thought that the con- 
ference between the Assembly and 
Government members and the 
lenders of both Houses should hava 
been arranged before the Assembly 
recorded. its vote on the income- 
tax proposals of the Government. 
All the speakers, however; joined in 
supporting the Finance Bill because 
of the over-riding consideration 
that the budget should be soundly 
balanced.

LEGACY FOR ENEMY 
-EX-SOLDIERS. 


Gift Not “Against: the 
Public Policy. 


LEGALITY "QUESTIONED. 


“A trust for helping ex-enemy 
soldiers disabled in the war is more 
likely to tend towards peace in the 


_| future than it is to encourage people 


to adopt bellicose ideas.” 

This observation was made by 
Mr. Justice Mrugham In the Chan- 
eery Division when he pronounced 


in favour of a bequest of £7,000 to! 


“the German Government for the 
time being for the benefit of its 
soldiera disabled in the late war.” 
The sum of £7,000 representa the 
residuary estate of Mr. Otway 


Robinson, a retired master mariner, 


who died in February, 1930. In 
his will he expressed the opinion 
that “victorious and wealthy Bri- 
tain is‘well able to, provide for its 
soldiers dieabled in the late war. 

Mr. Justice Maugham was asked 
to decide the validity of the bequest. 

In the event of its being held to 
be void for uncertainty or. other- 
wise, Mr. Robinson made an alter- 
native gift of £1,000 to Gen. Jan 
Christian Smuts personally, and the 
remainder to him to apply “at his: 
discretion and in such manner as he 
may think fit for the benefit’ of any 
disabled Boers who have euffered 
through the South African War.” 

The validity of this bequest was 
also challenged. 


The questions were raised by Mr.’ 


Arthur Robert Besant, the . sole 
executor of the will, the respondents 
being the German Reich, Gen. 
Smuts, Mr. Hamilton Dansey, a 
half brother of the 
claimed to be interested in any Pro- | 
perty as to which there was an in-. 
teatacy, and the Attorney-General. 

Gen. Smuts and Disabled Boers, 

Mr. Fergus Morton, K.C., 
Gen. Smuts argued that the gift 
was void, so far as the German 
Government was concerned, because 
of uncertainty and impracticability. 
In an affidavit, Gen. Smuts had 
signified his intention of accepting 
the trust should it come to him, He 
said that there were still many dia- 
abled Boers who fought in the Boer 
War. 

If the money went to the German 
Government,” said Mr. Morton, “it 
would appear that by the terms of 
the will every one of the huge num- 
ber of Germun soldiers who were 
disabled in the late war will have to 
receive-2 portion of it, The Ger- 
man Government is not given power 
of selection, and the scheme of dis- 
tribution is impracticabic.” 

Mr. Justice Maugham: 
British Government were handed & 
sum of money, however large, they 
coukd find numerous organisations 
to assist them to help disabled 
soldiers. 

Mr. Morton: If the testator had 
mentioned any German charitable 
organisation then it might have 
been difficult to challenge the gift. 
The testator gives the General the 
fullest diseretion of selection, 

Mr.-Morton aleo argued that the 
gift to German soldiers was con- 
trary to public policy, as it might 
strengthen and encourage Germany 
for another attack. The testator 
was of opinion that the German], 
soldiers were not getting sufficient 
Pensions, and he desired to restore 
them to health and keep them from 
want. Although Germany was not 
now an enemy country, bequests of 
this kind might assist that race to 
make another war. 

His Lordship: On the same prin- 
ciple aid to a discharged prisoner 
might encourage him to commit an- 
other crime. 

‘ Mr. Stafford Crossman (for the 
Attorney-General) supported the 
proposition that the gift for the 
benefit of disabled German soldiers 
was a good charitable gift. 

Mr. Roxburgh (for the German 
Reich) observed that if the bequest 
was held to be valid the German 
Government would give an under- 
taking that the money would be 
applied in accordance. with the 
wishes of the testator. 

Public Policy. . 

Mr. Crossman declared that the 
suggestion that the gift was against 
public policy was ridiculous. Ger- 
many was a friendly: country, and 
we were not conterayiating: ‘another 
war, :

FUEL ECONOMY. 


| SMALLER STEAM | BOILER PLANT 
OPERATION. 


Many opportunities for fucl eav- 
ing ure to. be found in connection 
with steam generation firthe aver- 


age ‘steam generation plant, 
irrespective of the type and size of 
the boilers used, and often with 


very little capital outlay. For’ ex- 
ample essentia! are tight brickwork 
und efficient covering of the steam 
pipes und boilers, ineluding the 
fronts, down to the grate level. 

In the case of medium sized 
[plants an adequate installation of 
feed-water economisers and super- 
heaters is of course necessary, and 
whatever the size of the installa-| 
tion all the available exhaust steam '- 
and hot condensed water should be 
used to the fullest extent for boiler 
feeding. Thus every 11 deg. F. 
rise in the feed-water means 1 per 
cent, saving in the coal bill, while 
efficient steam traps must be used 
to collect and discharge all the pure 
hot condensed water. Also the 
best results can hardly be expected 
with hard feed water, and seale de- 
posits, and even if the plant is too 
small for the installation of a 
softening plant then a certain 
amount of soda ash or Tribasic 
Phosphate of Soda can be added 
direct to the boiler feed water to 
keep the latter slightly alkaline. 

One of the most important items 
is not only the efficient burning of 
the coal or other fuel, but also the 
utilisation of any low grade 
material available under the given 
conditions for the production of 
steam at the cheapest rate, includ- 
ing for example high ash content 
coal, peat, lignite, wood, and general 
vegetable refuse. ©The ideal 
practice ia to use the fuel that re- 
presents the lowest ‘price’ for 
potential ‘heat and then to operate 
the plant at the highest thermal 
cficiency posible with the parti- 
cular fuel. 

In this'connection valuable is the 
“Turbine” forced draught steam 
jet furnace, a well ‘known Britieh 
invention, applied to any type of 
boiler in the simplest manner, by 
taking out the existing firebars and 
replacing them by the furnace, 
which is made also to suit grate 
spaces of any size or shape. The 
amount of steam consumed by tho 
nozzles does not exceed about 3 per 
cent., which is in practice not much 
more than mechanical forced 
draught, and without all the com- 
plications of the latter, which in 
any case is hardly a practical pro- 
position for the smaller boiler plant 
and unskilled labour. Also the 
furnace operates with hand firing as 
usual and will burn any quality of 
fuel from the highest grade 
‘bituminous coal down to low grade 
vegetable material, 

Further, there has now been {n+ 
troduced in this connection addi- 
tional apparatus for boiler plant 
operation such as a new design of 
perforated smoke preventing baffle 
bridge, which can be added to the 
end of the standard furnace, made 
Jof interchangeable cast iron 
sections: with auxiliary air‘ admis- 
sion under diffused and powerful 
blast conditions from the steam jet- 
trough firebars, 60 as to burn tho 
amoke. Finally, in the case of 
medium sized, as well as of course 
large stream boiler installations, it 
ia necessary to use scientific inetru- 
mente of control particularly feed- 
water meter and a combustion re- 
corder, while in many cases one or 
two steam meters at various “key” 
position on the. steam pipe range is 
generally a handsome investment.
